Having criticized Acting Gov. Thomp- 
son for ‘conditions in the State Highway 
Department which were about to precipi- 
tate withdrawal of Federal funds from 
further road projects in Georgia, we are 
happy to praise him for what officials of 
the Public Roads Administration term an 
apparent eagerness to remedy the situation. 

Certainly we have no defense for the 
use of highway funds to further anyone’s 
political career. And apart from that, the 
Governor is undeniably responsible, under 
our unfortunate present set-up, for the 
operation of the Highway Department. But 
while the Acting Governor cannot escape 
at least a portion of the blame for the 
sorry state into which it had been allowed 
to lapse, it must be said to his credit that, 
as soon as the matter was publicly called 
to his attention, he took steps to remedy 
‘the situation. 

Ten engineers already have been added 
and salaries have been raised in an effort 
to attract at least 30 more. Contractors have 
been spurred by warning that additional 
contracts will not be awarded those with 
too many jobs yet uncompleted. Project 
engineers and inspectors have been as- 
sured that contractors no longer will be 
able to come to Atlanta and override them 
through political pressure. These reforms 
promise to meet at least the criticism of 
the Public Roads Administration and there 
seems little chance that Federal funds 


will be withdrawn, as was previously 
threatened. 

We, however, are yet fearful lest the 
improvement be only a temporary one. 

As long as the Highway Department 
is an adjunct of the Governor’s office it 
will remain in politics . . . and inefficient. 

In connection with Georgia’s efforts to 
hire 40 additional engineers, we were in- 
terested to read an article in the current 
issue of American Highways, wherein was 
included a survey of the nation’s engineer- 
ing schools, including Georgia Tech. It 
showed that, of 21,307 engineering grad- 
uates this year, only 589—or less than three 
percent—indicated an interest in entering 
State Highway Departments or the Public 
Roads Administration. 

To understand the reason for this—and 
the reason Georgia’s Highway Department 
should be placed on a nonpolitical basis— 
one has only to read the explanation given 
by one young man about to graduate in 
civil engineering from a Deep South tech- 
nical school: 

“I do not believe that I can afford to 
consider a position in connection with pub- 
lic works employment and in connection 
with highway work in particular because 
I know that regardless of my ability and 
the conscientious efforts that I may make, 
my employment will depend on the whims 
and caprices of some politician who may 
want my job for some friend of his.” 


Women on Juries? Well, Why Not? 


Women have long since attained com- 
plete suffrage—indeed, in some instances, 
dominance—in most phases of our society. 

But few Georgians realize that this 
State is one of a dwindling minority in 
which women do not serve on juries. 

It is, of course, an anachronism which 
should have been corrected long ago. The 
arguments against women on juries are 
outmoded in this modern era. 

Legislation has been prepared making 


Georgia women available for jury duty. 
It will be presented to the next session of 
the General Assembly and we trust it will 
be enacted. | : 

We are not so old-fashioned as to think, 
as a whole, feminine integrity, altruism 
and insistence on justice would be much 
greater than that evidenced by the average 
male. But at least women seem eager, at 
present at any rate, to serve on juries. 
And that is more than most men do. 


The Republicans Contest Today 


Georgia’s able Secretary of State, Ben 
Fortson, today will hold hearings under 
the 1946 law which requires the Secretary 


to designate the legal representatives when 
there is a split in any party, as there now 
is among Georgia Republicans. 

The State Republicans are divided, but 
the Tucker faction, which contains many 
well-known Atlantans, as well as other 
long-established Georgians interested in 
the two-party system, was seated by the 
last Republican National Convention and 
listed in the recently issued Republican 
handbook as the recognized Party leader- 
ship in Georgia. Georgia courts recently 
have established—in the Democratic Party 
controversy—that the group recognized by 
the controlling convention Las the highest 
authority and this the Tucker faction has. 
For that reason, it seems to us that the 
question to be determined is whether 
Georgia has one set of laws for Republi- 
cans and another for Democrats. 


It is significant that the Tucker faction 


has pledged itself to establishing a real 
second party in Georgia. In fact, its Na- 
tional’ Committeeman,- Wilson Williams, 
went so far as to offer personally to fi- 
nance the entire cost of a State-wide Re- 
publican primary to bring this about. 

Moreover, the Tucker faction includes 
representative Georgians of the highest 
caliber. Some of its leaders in Atlanta are 
Harry Sommers, Carlyle Frazer, Allison 
Thornwell, Col. Clifford Early, William J. 
Folsom, Robert Porter, W. K. Erdman, 
James Michaels, Louis Gerland, George 
Bomar, all reputable businessmen, 
pledged to produce a real statewide Re- 
publican Party. ' 

The Atlanta Constitution long has 
sought to encourage the building of a sec- 
ond party, which would abolish politics 
by personality and allow us to discuss real 
issues. Therefore, we will watch with in- 
terest the hearings and await eagerly the 
decision which will determine whether 


there now will be a chance for this second 


party or whether it must again be delayed.

He received about 70,000 votes 
in the last primary, and wouid have had about 100,000 had he not 
thrown votes in some counties to the Talmadge side in a success- 
ful effort to assure the defeat of the Arnall-backed Carmichael 
campaign. Every vote he got was a personal tribute, because no 
menting any idea he would win and any vote for him was, in effect, 
wasted.

WASHINGTON—It is interesting to consider some of the talk now going the rounds about the 
possibility of a Vandenberg-Dewey ticket emerging from the forthcoming Republican National 


Convention. 


On the surface it would seem to be something without any substance 


whatever. 


That is because it visualizes a situation that never before has happened in American politics, or not in 


modern times, at any rate. 


It is a bit incongruous to think of a man who once was the nominee of his 


party for President agreeing to step down at a later date and accept the Vice Presidential nomination. 


It is just something that is never done. But 
simply because it never has happened is no 
reason why it cannot happen. 

As a matter of fact, there are some rather 
compelling reasons to suggest the feasibility of 
such a ticket from the standpoint of Governor 


Thomas E. Dewey. If he is at all ambitious to 
become President, it might be the most positive 
step he could take in this direction. 


. The whole- proposition, of course, is 
hypothecated on the assumption that Gov- 
ernor Dewey himself will be defeated for 
the Presidential nomination. Though de- 
feated he still might be the dominant in- 
fluence in throwing the party prize to Sen- 
ater Arthur H. Vandenberg, of Michigan, 
now looked upon as the most likely com- 

choice of the Republicans, in the 
event the Convention goes into a deadlock. 


Under those circumstances the New York 
Governor could naturally command the Vice 
Presidential nomination, if he were willing to 
accept it. Its delivery to him would be made 
all the more easy because of the tradition that a 
Presidentiai nominee is accorded the right of 
selecting his running mate, ’ 

What gives the proposal substance is the fact 
that Senator Vandenberg is known to have con- 
fided to some of his friends that, if nominated 
and elected, he would have no intention of serv- 
ing more than one term. Now 64 years old, he 
is said to feel that he would not be equal to the 
burdens of the Presidency for more than four 
years. 

Governor Dewey, on the other hand, is how 
only in his middle 40s. Four more years would 
make little difference in his availability for the 


Twice before he has been a candidate. 


Presidency. If anything, it would enhance his 
stature by giving him a more seasoned back- 
ground of qualifications. Also it would provide 
an opportunity for familiarizing himself with 
the intricacies of the Federal Government. 


To accept the Vice Presidential nomination - 


on a ticket with the Michigan Senator, under a 
commitment from Vandenberg to retire at the 
end of four years, could be conducive to an ar- 
rangement whereby Dewey would be the logical 
successor in 1952. 

For one thing, any sitting President, by virtue 
of the reins he holds, is in a position to dictate 


the choice of a successor to the party nomination, | 
if he has a will to. | 


If defeated for the nomination this time, it 
might be Dewey’s last chance at the Presidency. 
He failed 
both times, once after he got the nomination and 
another time when he was denied it. He cannot 
continue being a perennial candidate. One of 
the handicaps he is up against at the present 
time is the fact that he was defeated after getting 
the nomination four years ago. 


Most politicos agree that if Dewey is 
smart he will enter into a program of the 
kind with Senator Vandenberg, if it be- 
comes evident to him after the Convention 
meets that his own chances of landing first 
place are hopeless, Whether he has actually 
given any serious consideration to the idea 
remains to be seen. Most of the reports on 
the possibility of such a ticket have been 
speculative. 


Viewed in this light, however, it is apparent 
that there may be more substance to the reports 
than can be seen on the surface.

A Word to Gardeners 


Editor Constitution: 

No garden can survive the drought we have 
had for the past four or five weeks without help. 
Showers from a hose attached to a hydrant is 
not the answer. The only efficient irrigation 
system of this character would be one that is 
devised to spread a continuous drizzle over the 
garden all through the night. This is not prac- 
ticable for most small gardeners. A half, or an 
hour’s spraying with a hose only wets the ground 
on top. Two hours of sunshine the following 
morning not only draws out all the moisture, but 
bakes the ground on top. 

My method is much simpler, takes less time, 
and is efficient. With a small garden hoe I run 
a furrow along on each side of the row of cab- 
bage, turnips, beans, okra, corn, tomatoes, or 
whatever. Then with a watering pot, the 
sprinkler head detached, I pour about a gallon 
of water to each ten feet of row on each side, 
When this water has soaked in, with a larger 
hoe I drag the hill back as it stood formerly from 
dry soil between the rows. This does the job 
for four or five days. Small gardeners would do 
well to try out this method. CHAS. S. REID.

This is in the matter of our reciprocal 
tariff program whereby the State Depart- 
ment negotiates with other nations for mu- 
tual or reciprocal lowering of tariffs and 
removal of trade barriers, the very founda- 
tion or international economic co-operation 
essential te preserve peace by removing in- 
centives for aggressive and acquisitive war. 
It is a mecessary and integral part of the 
European Recovery Pregram. The recipro- 
cal tariff policy was established by Congress 
in 1934 and has been continuously renewed 
every three years since to make it a perma: 
nent feature of our foreign policy. 


But an emboldened Republican House lead- 
ership ordered through that body, under a “gag” 
rule permitting no amendments, a measure that 
will wreck the program unless the Senate comes 
to the rescue. By extending the program for 
only one year the House measure creates uncer- 
tainty in the rest of the world. For thereby it 
discloses the design ef some of its sponsors to 
try to kill the program entirely, if Republicans 
return to power next year. Beyond that, the 
bill throws so many restrictions about operation 
of the program that what is left is a cocoon so 
enmeshed in red tape that nothing ever could 
hatch. 

This brings us back to the bipartisan foreign 
policy and one of its chief weaknesses that re- 
quires eternal vigilance.

They're Wasting Untold Amounts of Oil 


WASHINGTON—You probably don’t remember when Horace Greeley said something about young 
men being smart if they’d go west. J. N. Thelan does. Now he’s beginning to wonder.

advice and went west to seek my fortune.” 

He set up as a lawyer in Great Falls, Mont., 
married, bought a house and mortgage, became 
the father of a daughter, and in a somewhat 
complicated legal deal became the proprietor of 
a tract of sage brush. 

“Mostly sand,” he told the fascinated Senators 
on the Small Business Committee. “Good for 
nothing much. And then they began to find oil 
all around. The geologist told. me there was 
more oil under my land than any lawyer ought 
to have. ‘ 


He leased the oil rights, the drillers sunk 
the holes and snaked down the pipe, and 
the royalties began to pour in—or maybe 
dribble in—on Thelan. The wells were shal- 
low, and each one produced only four or 
five barrels a day, but the pumps kept 
chug-chugging year after year, and Thelan 
was in the oil business. 


His daughter grew up, became an Army 
murse during the war, married a young man 
who'd been wounded in the Battle of the Bulge, 
and soon found herself the mother of twins. 
Meanwhile, Thelan thanked heaven for that oil, 
which still gurgled from the pipes. All during 
the war, it had kept things going. 

When the shooting was over, he made a deal 
for his son-in-law, whose health was shaky, to 
build a little house at the oil field and supervise 
the operations, cleaning out clogged wells and 
sinking new ones when they seemed indicated. 

This story the elderly Thelan told the Sena- 
tors with a good deal of eloquence. 

With the war’s end, the pipe supply seemed 
to get tighter and tighter. No new oil wells were 
drilled in the field; no old ones were repaired. 
No steel. Thelan, his son-in-law and their fellow 
operators still weren’t too worried. They'd sit 
out this temporary shortage of pipe. 


years ago, after graduating from the University of Minnesota,” said he, “I took this good 


And then, to their everlasting amazement, 
the black marketeers in steel invaded Montana 
and began offering fabulous prices for the ancient 
pipe inside producing oil wells. They wanted to 
sell it at still higher prices to operators drilling 
new wells. 

“Every time the pipe was pulled from one 
of our wells, the oil beneath it was lost forever,” 
Thelan continued. “The good Lord put that oil 
there for our use, and for us to abandon it I 
don’t think is right at all.” 

The final blow came a couple of weeks ago 
when the fellows who'd paid the royalties all 
these years notified Thelan that they were pull- 
ing up all the pipe they’d sunk on his land 40 
years ago and were selling it at outlandish prices. 

“I threatened ’em with an injunction suit,” he 
said, “but that’s the way things are going. Not 
only in Montana but all over.” 


He ought to know. He’s President now 
of the Montana Association of Stripper (low- 
production) Oil Well Owners, and he’s here 
demanding—not asking—that the Govern- 
ment put a stop to this loss of oil. Quit 
shipping pipe to Saudi Arabia, he says. 
Don’t let the big oil firms have more than 
their fair share. Crack down on the gray 
marketeers. Anything, he says, to stop this 
waste of good oil. 


Not that it matters much to him personally. 
He made his fortune as per Horace Greeley’s 
formula. He doesn’t need any more money, but 
he is worried about the young fellows in the 
business and, for that matter, about his country. 
The time has come, he told the Committee of 
Sen. Kenneth S. Wherry, of Nebraska, for the 
nation to quit wasting the things the good Lord 
gave it.

New Kind of Twilight Terror in Prague 


PRAGUE—In this newest of the police states, there is no visible terror. 


Instead, Prague has an 


air of drab respectability. Dumpy women wheel their baby carriages in the lovely Spring sunshine. 
The crowded trolley cars are painted a cheerful red. The restaurant food is worse than England’s 
and the store windows are sparsely filled. Yet the air of determined, un-Marxist respectability per- 
sists. The Western visitor even notes with some surprise an occasional peculiar Czech version of 


that intensely bourgeois importation, “The New Look.” 


Except for the ubiquity of the tough, red- 


capped police, Prague might almost be any Western European city. Yet\there is a difference. The 


terror is invisible. 
Today, hardly three months since the Czechs 
meekly surrendered their liberties, the terror is 
still of a special and peculiar kind. There are 
stories, to be sure, which seep through to the iso- 
lated Westerners, and which have a familiar ring 
stories of a wife beaten in her husband’s pres- 
ence to force him to confess his part in the un- 
derground railway to the West; stories of a sol- 
dier whose arm was calmly broken by the secret 
police because he grumbled during the parade for 
Bulgaria’s Dimitrov; stories of men kept stand- 
ing with their arms above their heads till the 
became excruciating and they confess to 
political crimes which they did not commit. But 
although such things undoubtedly happen, the 
chances are that they do not happen very often. 


For the terror in Czechoslovakia is for 
the most part an oddly polite terror—for 
the time being. To be sure, the jails are so 
overflowing with political prisoners that the 
excess has had to be accommodated in 
“work camps’—the polite term for concen- 
tration camps. And the rubber hose and the 
rifle butt to the jaw are certainly occasion- 
ally found mnecessary—just how often is 
doubtless known only to the Ministry of the 
Interior’s tough second-in-command, Jindrich 
Vassili, or to Col. Rietzin, little-known chief 
of the OBZ (the NKVD of this particular 
progressive democracy). 


Yet far more typical than the rubber hose or 
the rifle butt of the fashion in which Czecho- 
slovakia’s new ruling class maintains its absolute 
authority is the case of a Czech whom we shall 
call Jan Konac. Mr. Konac might be a lawyer, 
or a small businessman, or a doctor, or an anti- 
Communist trade union leader. He might even 
be the secretary of a rowing club or of the Ping- 

g Association, since these two have been 
purified, like every aspect of Czech life. In this 
case, however, Mr. Konac is, or was, a civil 
servant. 

Mr. Konac has not been clubbed or thrown 
into jail. Indeed, no one has even raised his 
voice to Mr. Konac. Yet Mr. Konac is a victim 
of the terror just as surely as the few who have 
felt the rifle butt or the eight to ten thousand 
who have fled to the cold comfort of the Amer- 
ican DP camps in Germany. Before February, 
Mr. Konac was an argumentative and unwisely 
outspoken anti-Communist Social Democrat. One 
morning some weeks ago, Mr. Konac found a 
short note on his desk. It was signed by the 
action committee of his Ministry. (Action com- 
mittees were the chief instruments of purifica- 


Yet it is there, below the surface. 


tion—there was one for the Ping-pong Associa- 
tion too.) The action committee not impolitely 
informed Mr. Konac that he had been adjudged 
unsuitable for further employment in his current 
capacity. 

So Mr. Knoac lost his job. He also lost his 
beloved pension, for which he had worked long 
years at less than the going salary, in the ex- 
pectation of a secure old age. A few days after 
the note arrived on his desk, Mr. Konac was in- 
formed b; the action committee of his apart- 
ment house that he must vacate his apartment. 
Even so, Mr. Konac has not been sent to jail. 
He has not even been sent to the mines, al- 
though the law says that unless he finds another 
job within a limited number of weeks, the gov- 
ernment can so dispose of him. 

But the difficulty is in finding another job. 
Always, when Mr. Konac applies, he is asked 
why he left Ministry. When he answers that 
the action committee found him unsuitable, the 
answer is always the same—‘“Sorry, all full up.” 
In the end, Mr. Konac has taken a job as a work- 
man, for which he is in no way suited, lest the 
government direct him to “suitable” employment. 
Although not a hair on his head has been touched, 
Mr. Konac no longer thinks of challenging the 
authority of his new masters. Indeed, at least 
in public, he professes his loyalty in most en- 
thusiastic terms, 


Some nimble Czechs have fared better 
than Mr. Konac. There is, for example, the 
case of the anti-Communist newspaper edi- 
tor whose ringing denunciations of the Com- 
munists before the regime took power cost 
him his job.

ONLY CREATES ILLUSION

Opening lead, ace of hearts. 
The final contract of six 
hearts on today’s hand appears 


to be a very sound one and was 
reached on direct and logical 
bidding. North despite his part- 
ner’s initial pass visualized slam 
possibilities after South's two 
heart takeout and jumped in a 
new suit in order to avoid the 
slight risk that South might not 
choose to carry on. Note that 
a bid of only three diamonds 
while it probably will elicit an- 
other call from partner is never- 
theless not forcing. A responder 
is at liberty to check out at any 
time that he finds it comfortable 
to do so, except where partner 
has jumped in a new suit. 
South decided to accept the slam 
invitation because he felt that he 
had about as much as could be 
expected from a passing partner. 

West’s opening lead of the ace 
of trumps was the best avail- 
able. Holding stoppers in all the 
adverse suits, his attempt to cut 
down dummy’s ruffing power, 
was very sound. Declarer won 
the second lead in dummy and 
decided that the only way to dis- 
pose of the diamond losers was 
to establish dummy’s spades. He 
cashed *the ace and ruffed a 
spade; cashed the ace of clubs 
and ruffed another spade. Dis- 
carded two diamonds on the 
king and queen of clubs, en- 
tered dummy with a diamond 
and ruffed another spade. When 
that suit failed to break he was 
down one, 

“Hard luck, partner,’ the 
spades wouldn’t break,” was 
South’s plaintive cry. It wasn’t 
hard luck at all. There were 
eight spades out and it was not 
to be expected that they would 
break four-four. South aimed 
at the wrong target. There were 
five diamonds out against him 
and there was a good chance 
that they would break three-two. 

The proper procedure is to 
cash the ace and king of dia- 
monds and the ace of clubs, then 
the ace of spades, discarding a 
club. The South hand is entered 
by ruffing a spade. On the king 
and queen of clubs two dia- 
monds are parked. A diamond is 
ruffed with dummy’s last trump 
and declarer’s hand is now high. 
It might be argued that there 
was danger that the third club 
would be ruffed. That would re 
quire a six-two break which is 
distinctly against the odds. Fur- 
thermore, if that distribution 
actually existed it was ex- 
tremely doubtful that the hand 
could be made on any line of 
play.
